M. Vinson announced a subsidy of 
50 cents a hundredweight directly 
to feeders, effective today.

Vinson 
ordered 


subsidy boosts to packers of both 
beef and pork. 


The government's many-angled 


program to augment meat sup- 
plies and spread them more equit- 
ably along the home front also 
includes those key points:

throne of Belgium. 


King 
Leopold—who 
was 
re- 


leased by American troops near 
Salzsburg, Austria, where he had 
been held prisoner by the Ger- 
mans—reportedly 
has 
made 
it 


known that he won't be returning 
to his capital for some time be- 
cause of his "state of health." Act- 
ually, of course, he wes deprived 
of his throne on May 30. 1940. by 
an order which was approved by 
the Belgian cabinet in exile in 
Paris. 


Leftists 
groups 
in 
Brussels 


shrug away the "state of health" 
explanation. Their terse and omi- 
nous response is that it's for par- 
liament to decide whether Leopold 
is in position to fulfill the duties 
of king. He's on a tough spot, 
but of far greater importance than 
his own fate is that of the mon- 
archy The extreme left has no use, 
for royalty. 


Leopold was shorn of his pre- 


rogatives three days after he sur- 
rendered the Belgian nrniy to the 
invading Germans, thereby expos- 
ing the left flank of the British 
forces to tho fury of the Hitlciite 
attack. 
His supporters declared 


that he had no other course than 
to capitulate to the enveloping en- 
emy, 
especially 
since 
countless 


Belgian civilians had mingled with 
their troops and were being killed 
in the swirling battle. But shouts 
of "treason" and 
"pro-German" 


were heard in the streets of Pans.

Free Press of Nation Threatened 


by Congressional Groups Says PM 


Many Restrictions 
of Censorship Are 
Removed by Price 


Washington. May in. ~(AP)~ 


Tho Office of Censorship, rede- 
ploying its efforts exclusively to 
the Pacific war, has lifted i-.iost 
of its bans on military news of 
Europe. 


It issued a new combined press- 


radio code defining the Pacific- 
Asiatic theater of operations, re- 
moving Europe from such a thea- 
ter and making a score of dele- 
lions from the present code. 


Director Byron Price, explain- 


ing the relaxations in the new 
code, summed up his views in this 
way: 


"There are those. T believe, who 


think the code should continue in 
full force in Europe in connection 
with the policing of the peace. 'I 
happen to be one of those who 
take the opposite view. Censorship 
was provided for by congress and 
has been endured by the people 
for the sole purpose of winning the 
war—and the only war wo are now 
engaged in is with Japan." 


He was asked at a news confer- 


ence about statements that there 
is political censorship of news in 
Europe. His reply to this was: "I 
don't see how a civilian agency 
(the office of censorship) in this 
country can change the policies of 
a military agency in Europe. The 
commanding 
officer ha.s got to 


control his area. 
Also, it would 


be wholly inoperable for us to try 
to determine something happening 
thousands of miles away." 


Restrictions Removed 


What the new code does is re- 


move specifically aboul a score of 
restrictions concerning tho publi- 
cation 
of news 
ahoul military 


movements of troops and 'nigh of- 
ficials in Europe and lower other 
bars against domestic news relat- 
ing to such items a.s production. 


Here are some of the changes in 


tho new code: 


Tho former separate codes for 


press and radio are consolidated 
and the previous restraints on for- 
eign language broadcasts and quiz 
programs eliminated. 


All weather information is pub- 


lishablc. 


Tho ban on sabotage news is re- 


moved, as is tho section covering 
air raids. 


Troop movements, except those 


alerted for transfer to tho Pacific.

London,

19.—(API—Pre- 


mier Slalin let the world 
know 


today that ho will not consider the 
disputed arrest of 16 Poles in ne- 
gotiations for the reorganization 
of the Warsaw government 
or- 


dered at Yalta. 


"The arrest of the Poles," Stalin 


said, "has no connection with the 
question of reconstruction of the 
Polish 
provisional 
government." 


These arrests have raised protests 
in the British House of Commons 
and in the United States. 


Stalin laid down three "elemen- 


tary" conditions for solution of 
the Polish question, tho first of 
them recognition of tho present 
Warsaw government as the basic- 
core of a national unity govern- 
ment. At Yalta President Roose- 
velt and Prime Minister Churchill 
pledged recognition of the Warsaw 
regime as soon a.s it was organ- 
ized on a broader basis. 


Tho Russian leader broke his si- 


lence on, the Polish issue aa re- 
ports were beard hero that ar- 
rangements were being pressed for 
a meeting of the Big Three. His 
statements were contained in a re- 
ply broadcast by the Moscow ra- 
dio to a letter written by Ralph 
Parker, Moscow correspondent for 
the London Times.
